Cogent Reasons 


“It wos further submitted by 
Mr. Bernacchi that .inudmuch 
on the plaintiff was taken 
ashore under arrest and never 
asked permission ta. lund, he 
cannot - be said to have begn 
refused permission to do so. 
This proposition is not sup- 
ported by Rex v. Governcr of 
Brixton Prison, Ex parte Lan- 
noy (68 T.L.R, 350).

He 
anid the British Government, not 
only “remain unmoved by the 
plight. of the chief. victims: of 
Nazi Just but seemed to be hene 
on emulation of the Nazi fiends.” 

Sabath sald Britain ta indebted 
to the United States for Ita 
“very existence’ and should br 
required to “keep its promiscr 
and discharge ita reaponsibilltics 
without evasion: and delay.” 

At the same time, Representa- 
live George Bender criticised the 
Administration for failure ‘to 
condemn the Exodus debarkn- 
tion, He charged that the Ad- 
minlstratlon's: silence regarding 
the forced debarkation “betrays 
its own great traditions ~ and 
condones nt nn outrage aginst 
the Jewlsh people which was in 
the worst Hitler tradition,
